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The following constitutes the reasons for this bill and the purposes which are sought to be 
accomplished thereby: 
 
 
LB 752 would authorize the Governor and the Speaker of the Legislature, both of whom serve as 
members of the Nebraska Capitol Commission, to send a representative to a meeting of the 
commission, if they are unable to attend. The representatives would have full voting privileges 
for the meeting they attend.   
 
As further provided in LB 752, the authorized designee of the Governor who may attend the 
Nebraska Capitol Commission meeting in the Governor’s absence would be the Lieutenant 
Governor. The authorized designee of the Speaker could be either the chair of the Executive 
Board or the Clerk of the Legislature. 
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
